Bring with you any supporting letter 
from your physician or other persons. This appearance will not entitle you to service or mileage fees. 

3. If you are physically unable to appear on the Monday mentioned in paragraph 2 above to request excuse from 
jury service because of Illness, you must notify the court immediately by letter, describing the illness. You should use 
the back of this form for your letter; and if you are under the care of a physician, the letter should be accompanied- 
by a certificate from your physician. 

4. Unless you receive a notice from this court granting a requested temporary excuse, or unless the court notifies 

you by card or phone to report at a different time, you must attend as directed in this summons. Failure to obey
